WILMINGTON/TEWKSBURY - It’s 
finally happened. Tennessee Gas 
Pipeline company (TGP) officially 
filed an application with the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission 
(FERC) on November 20, 2015 seek- 
ing authority to construct, install, 
modify, and operate certain pipeline 
and compression facilities to be locat- 


Massachusetts, New Hampshire, and 
Connecticut as part of the Northeast 
Energy Direct Project (NED 
Project). 

The Notice of Application was offi- 
cially posted by FERC on December 
7, 2015, and now the clock is ticking 
for those positioned to apply for inter- 
venor status. 

The Crier spoke with Wilmington 
Town Manager Jeffrey Hull about the 
filing and what steps the Town will 
take next. “It’s not a surprise,” said

Honored by the National Multiple Sclerosis Society

WILMINGTON - Brittany Collins of 
Wilmington is a recent recipient of the 
MS Shining Star Award, presented by 
the National Multiple Sclerosis Society. 
Each year the chapter awards top vol- 
unteers and fundraisers who have 
helped those living with MS, a disease 
of the central nervous system which is 
disabling, unpredictable and without a 
known cure. Many recipients of the 
Shining Star Award either have MS or 
know someone afflicted with the dis- 
ease. 

Collins’ involvement began in nursing 
school. “As a nurse I worked with MS 
patients who inspired me.” Nine years 
later, she still volunteers. 

A Wilmington resident of 25 years and 
2007 graduate of Wilmington High 
School, Collins is a registered nurse for 
Lahey Hospital’s Resource Team. She 
regularly staffs the medical tent at MS 
Society fundraising events, considered 
a “Jill of all trades” for volunteering in 
different capacities. 

“I provide assistance to those who 
(bike) ride or walk during events,” she 
said. She also rides the routes helping 
those in need of medical attention - 
otherwise known as “route support” - 
in addition to handling radio communi- 


cation between volunteers and staff. 

“Brittany is an amazing volunteer 
and my go-to person,” said Emily 
Christian, development manager and 
volunteer coordinator with the Greater 
New England Chapter. “She has 
served as a rest stop captain for me 
when I was in a bind. I wish I could 
clone her.” 

As a medical professional, Collins is 
responsible for the health and safety of 
event participants so they avoid issues 
such as dehydration and hypothermia, 
Associate VP of Communications, 
Steve Sookikian wrote to the Crier. 
“She does it with a smile on her face, 
and will take on responsibilities outside 
her traditional area of first aid sup- 
port. Whatever we need, Brittany is 
prepared to do.” 

Sookikian adds that Brittany’s sup- 
port as a medical volunteer “makes it 
possible for the Society to offer chal- 
lenging fundraising events like Bike 
MS (a series of 1 and 2-day bike rides 
in New England and nationwide, that 
raises millions for the National MS 


Society) and Challenge Walk MS (an ~ 


inspiring 3-day, 50-mile walk on Cape 
Cod that raises approximately one mil- 
lion for the chapter).”

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The memory and deeds of 
James E. Kelley still live on

If someone mentions the 
Kelley book, the first thing 
that comes to mind is the 
book by Rick Cooke about 
Frank Kelley, retired math 
teacher, track coach and 
Good Guy. But for over 100 
years in Wilmington, the 
name Kelley has meant the 
book of vital statistics up to 
1898, compiled by James E. 


Kelley. 
Better known as Jim 
Kelley, he was born on 


March 31, 1853 in a home, 
which stood on Middlesex 
Avenue, across the tracks 
from the North Wilmington 
Depot. The house in which 
Jim was born was known as 
“The Cottage” which would 
imply that it was a small 
place, but actually, this was 
not so. The house later 
burned down. 

At that time, the house 
next door was known as 
“The Shamrock”, on account 
of the large number of Irish 
people who lived there. It 
was also known as the 
Squire Eames house, or the 
1730 House. 

Jim was the youngest son 
of Daniel and Mary Carlin 
Kelley. There was an older 
brother John, and two sis- 
ters who were older still, 
Susan and Mary, all of 
whom were born in South 
Boston. Their father had 
been born in Ireland and 
had migrated to 
Newfoundland and then to 
Boston. Among the occupa- 
tions in which the elder 
Kelley found himself was 


that of stove salesman. 

Jim went to the Center 
School, which is now the 
Fourth of July building. At 
that time, during the Civil 
War, and shortly thereafter, 
there was no high school in 
Wilmington, and Jim’s for- 
mal education stopped when 


he finished the Center 
School. 
Jim went to work in the 
tannery in North 


Wilmington, then under the 
control of Franklin Perry. 
He worked there for some 
years, as a leather measurer 
and outside foreman. 

In .the center part of 
Wilmington, not far from the 
point of the Common stood 
an old colonial house owned 
by Michael Cragin. Michael 
and Jim became _ good 
friends, so that Jim moved 
into the Cragin house and 
lived there for years. 

On July 3, 1881, James E. 
Kelley of Wilmington and 
Mary J. Martin of Woburn 
were united in marriage, 
and the couple lived, either 
in the Cragin house or in the 
house next door, which Jim 
later owned, for the rest of 
their lives. There were no 
children. 

The famous Bond bakeries 
had burned down while Jim 
was a young man. One of the 
bakeries was next door to 
the Cragin house. 
Wilmington was a_ well- 
known “bakery town”. 

After leaving the tannery, 
Jim and his brother John 
started a combination bak- 
ery and store in a building 
next to Cragin’s. They had 
an extensive delivery route 
all over Wilmington and 


nearby places. Eventually, 
though, they came to the 
conclusion that it was wise 
to abandon the bakery busi- 
ness. 

Shortly after closing the 
bakery business, Jim 
became a Justice of the 
Peace. He did so at the urg- 
ing of his brother John, who 
thought that Jim was not 
well-suited for heavy physi- 
cal labor, and had urged him 
to study law. 

As a Justice of the Peace, 
appointed by Governor 
Russell, Kelley served the 
town for many years. He 
made out deeds and became 
an authority on the lands 
and estates of Wilmington. 
He at one time was a consid- 
erable land owner in his own 
right. He became an asses- 
sor, and then a selectman, 
and later, town clerk, a post 
he held for 30 years, to the 
time of his death. 

In the years just before the 
turn of the century, a fire 
caused many of 
Wilmington’s records to be 
lost. It was imperative that a 
complete record of births, 
marriages and deaths be 
made quickly, and Jim set 
himself to the task. He spent 
many hours of work all one 


winter, compiling the 
Wilmington Records of 
Births, Marriages and 


Deaths from 1730 to 1898. 
After this had been done, the 
town had it printed, and 
every family in town got a 
copy. 

Jim did more than his 
work as an officer and 
Justice of the Peace. He 
played clarinet in the Town 
Band, which all accounts 
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say was a Snappy organiza- 
tion. He was one of: the 
founders of St. Thomas 
Church and was the Sexton 
there from the time ‘of jits 
founding in 1888 untib ‘his 
death. He was a charter 
member of the Grange and 
was treasurer of the Grange 
Corporation. He  nevér 
missed a meeting. 

Jim was a Democrat, and:a 
very firm Democrat, too..He 
once refused to make a trip 
to Washington because, ..he 
was told, there he would see 
Democratic Senators . and 

Representatives sitting ; at 


the same _ table+**&s 
Republican Senators. ‘atid 
Representatives. este 


Jim’s character can pr 
bly be best attested to in the 
words of Lawrence Swain, 
who lived in a big farmhobse 
near the East School. “Jin,” 
said Swain,” is as fine aman 
as has ever lived. He never 
charges enough, however, 
for his services.” 

A fervent defender of 
Wilmington and anything 
that concerned Wilmington, 
James E. Kelley breathed 
his last in his home on _ 
21, 1937.

When is a bonus not a bonus? When you fail to think about 
what that extra income will mean to your overall finances. 

I don't mean to spoil the fun. Bonuses, particularly if they 
recognize your great performance during the year, are 
rewarding in a number of ways beyond money. It means 
your work is being noticed and you might rise higher in the 
organization - always a good thing.

Largest destroyer built for US Navy a 


headed to sea for tests 


ASSOCIATED PRESS AND STAFF REPORTS 


BATH, Maine (AP) — The largest 
destroyer ever built for the U.S. Navy 
headed out to sea for the first time 
Monday, departing from shipbuilder 
Bath Iron Works and carefully navigat- 
ing the winding Kennebec River before 
reaching the open ocean where the 
ship will undergo sea trials. 

More than 200 shipbuilders, sailors 
and residents gathered to watch as the 
futuristic 600-foot (183-meter), 15,000- 
ton (13,600-metrie ton) USS Zumwalt 
glided past Fort Popham, accompanied 
by tugboats. 

Kelley Campana, a Bath Iron Works 
employee, said she had goose bumps 
and tears in her eyes. 

“This is pretty exciting. It's a great 
day to be a shipbuilder and to be an 
American,” she said. “It's the first in 
its class. There's never been anything 
like it. It looks like the future.” 

Bath Iron Works will be testing the 


..Ship's.performance.and making. tweaks 


this winter. The goal is to deliver it to 
the Navy sometime next year. 

The ship has electric propulsion, new 
radar and sonar, powerful missiles and 
guns, and a stealthy design to reduce 
its radar signature. Advanced automa- 
tion will allow the warship to operate 
with a much smaller crew size than 
current destroyers. 

All of that innovation has led to con- 
struction delays and a growing price 
tag. The Zumwalt, the first of three 
ships in the class, will cost at least $4.4 
billion.

they were taken from the warehouse to their 
trailers at the end of the lot by way of limo. 

Above all else, Derian likes “seeing what 
they do from scratch.” 

“J think it’s a great experience for a small 
town like ours,” he said. “All the local union 
people who paint and build, they are such 
hard workers. It’s amazing what they can 
do.” For example, plastic headstones were 
created specifically for filming in the 
Wilmington Cemetery. 

“Joy” has been wonderful for the 
Wilmington economy, Derian said.

abundant snow. “Portions of the roof col- 
lapsed” at 45 Industrial Way, he said. A 30 
x 70-foot section of the roof collapsed next 
to a set inside the warehouse. 

“They were shut down for over a week and 
we had to the shut gas off to the building,” 
McClellan said. One person fell through the 
roof while shoveling snow. Both 
Wilmington fire and police responded to the 
incident. 

Wilmington police provided security for 
the actors, equipment and soundstages, on 
occasion running detours in town, rerouting 
traffic from Federal Street during filming.

provide the Town with case studies of similar applications 
which, to date, have not been submitted. 

Hull also noted, at a recent Board of Selectmen meeting, 
that the revised route still runs close to drinking water wells, 
just not as close as before, and that the pipeline “offers D0 
benefits to the residents of Wilmington.” 

It can take up to a year for approval of the filing by FER, 
but time is tight for application status, due by January 5, 
2016. 

Wilmington agreed on adopting the status back in October, 
2015 in order to be positioned to apply when the filmg 
occurred. 

The NED Project includes two components: (1) the Supply 
Path Component, which is comprised of facilities from Troy, 
Pennsylvania, to Wright, New York, and, (2) the Market 
Path Component, which is comprised of facilities <from 
Wright, New York, to Dracut, Massachusetts. ° 

The Supply Path Component facilities include approximate- 
ly 174 miles of pipeline facilities in Pennsylvania and New 
York of which approximately 41 miles will be looped, thfee 
new compressor stations totaling 153,500 horsepower, modifi- 
cations to one existing compressor station, two new meter 
stations, and various appurtenant facilities. 

The Market Path Component facilities include approxi- 
mately 188 miles of mainline pipeline facilities in New “York, 
Massachusetts, and New Hampshire, approximately 58 miles 
of lateral and pipeline looping, including a total of five deliv- 
ery laterals in Massachusetts and New Hampshire, “one 
pipeline loop in Connecticut, six new compressor stations 
totaling 207,600 hp, construction of 13 new meter stations, 
modification of 14 existing meter stations, and varleus 
appurtenant facilities. 

One of the compressor stations slated for Dracut as 
caused understandable consternation for the Town. The pre- 
posed location for the station has been moved, but will still 
remain in Dracut, the Town most affected by the lateral 
which is proposed to go from there through to Heese and 
possibly beyond. ; 

The Crier spoke with Tewksbury Selectman ‘Bruce 
Panilaitis who is also a member of the Northeast Muhi¢ipal 
Gas Pipeline Coalition (NMGPC), one of several coalitions 
working to prevent the lateral pipeline.

“The bottom line is that it’s a federal decision said 
Panilaitis, “FERC is not forcing Kinder Morgan and TGP. to 
have new scoping sessions.”

“If the Town Manager hasn’t already sent our letter fo 
apply for intervenor status, he will be soon,” said Panilaitis. 

“There’s still a lot to be addressed. The longer the process 
is delayed, the better,” said Panilaitis, adding, “At this:point, 
the main thing is to keep everyone informed and to-work 
with our delegation.”

Female Athlete of the Year: Lauren Bennett

‘What a difference just a 
few short years can make. 
‘When Lauren Bennett 
graduated from Wilmington 
High in the spring of 2013, 
having wrapped up her ath- 
letic:career as a three-sport 
star for the Wildcats, partic- 
ularly on the volleyball 
eourt, it appeared as if her 
days* of competitive volley- 
ball=might be over, as she 
was: headed for UMass 
Lowell, who was preparing 
fors<its first year as a 
Division 1 program. 

Sure, she had spoken to the 
River Hawks coaches, who 
were excited to see what the 
tall-and talented blocker 
might be able to offer their 
program, but still, she would 
have to walk on to the team 
if;she wanted to be a part of 
it; “It seemed like a quite a 
Ieap*for a player, even as tal- 
ented as Bennett, to make 
from being a Division 3 high 
school player to a Division~1 
athlete at the collegiate 
level. 

But three years later, 
Bennett has proven any 
doubters wrong, developing 
into an indispensable mem- 
ber of the River Hawks, 
clearly one of their best 
players on the entire roster. 
She recently wrapped up a 
tremendous junior season 
for the River Hawks as their 
top middle blocker, starting 
all 29 of the team’s matches, 
leading the team in blocks 
with 93, while also finishing 
fourth on the team in points 
with 189, fifth on the team in 
kills: with 134, as well as 
being at or near the top of 
several other categories for 
the River Hawks. 

She has excelled in the 
classroom as well, with 
being selected to the 
America East All-Academic 
team, with a 3.59 GPA as an 
Exercise Physiology major. 
She -has become everything 
a‘ college athlete should be, 
both on and off the court. 

It-is for these reasons that 
Bennett has been selected as 
the very deserving recipient 
of the Wilmington Town 
Crier’s 2015 Female Athlete 


of the Year. 

“T am very excited to win 
this award, it’s really a great 
honor,” Bennett said. “I am 
very surprised, but very 
honored.” 


RAISING THE BAR 


Bennett should probably 
not be very surprised at 
receiving post season hon- 
ors, given the season she is 
coming off of, a season in 
which she surprised even 
herself with the strides she 
made in her game. She had 
already improved her game 
from her freshman to her 
sophomore season last year, 
but the level of her play this 
season has exceeded all 
expectations. 

“I think I did surprise 
myself a little. Right from 
the first tournament we had 
in the preseason, I came out 
really strong and I just kind 
of figured it was nothing but 
up from there, and the sea- 
son ended up going really 
well,” Bennett said. “I am 
not sure what has been dif- 
ferent this season, but I am 
glad to just keep getting bet- 
ter and I hope to keep get- 
ting better each time I play, 
thanks to my teammates 
and my coach.” 

If Bennett is planning to 
rely on her coaches to 
improve her game, she can 
rest assured that the Lowell 
coaching staff will be rely- 
ing on her as well. River 
Hawks head coach Resa 
Provanzano has _ been 
impressed with the way 
Bennett has taken herself 
from freshman walk on to a 
leader of the team as a jun- 
ior. 

“It’s just a credit to her 
ability to keep pushing her- 
self to get better,” 
Provanzano said. “She defi- 
nitely has intangibles that 
you can’t coach. Being 674 
certainly helps, but it is 
more than that. She has a 
great ability to understand 
what we are teaching her, 
and if he doesn’t she will 
always ask questions to try 
and improve.” 

It is that willingness to 
improve and work on her 
game perhaps that has 
made her one of the players 


sent an email out informing 
the entire coaching staff 
that he is retiring as WHS 
Athletic Director effective 
the end of the 2016 school 
year. 

“This is something that I 
have been thinking of for a 


that Provanzano counts on 
the most. Bennett’s 108 sets 
played ranked third on the 
team, and even with all of 
the impressive stats she has 
put up this season, it is this 


one that might say the most - 


about what she means to her 
team. She is simply too 
valuable to take off. the 
court. 

“I do take pride in that,” 
Bennett said. “I like being 
one of the players the coach 
can rely on. I just try to 
have the same mentality 
every time out there, which 
is to give it everything I 
have. Especially now that I 
know that my coach and my 
teammates are relying on 
me.” 

It is with good reason that 
the River Hawks are relying 
on Bennett. In addition to 
numbers mentioned above, 
her .275 hitting percentage 
was tops on the team, while 
her 0.88 blocks per set is 
fourth best among all 
America East players and 
her hitting percentage ranks 
sixth in the league. 

Bennett has tallied 6-plus 
kills in nine matches, which 
included a career-high 18 
kills on September 12th in a 
victory against Quinnipiac. 
She has amassed 3-plus 
blocks in 15 of 29 matches 
this season for the River 
Hawks and registered a .400 
hitting percentage or better 
on eleven occasions this sea- 
son. 

Bennett being perhaps the 
most valuable player on her 
team was not something 
that anybody could have 
seen coming. Provanzano, 
for one, knows how difficult 
it is for a player to make the 
transition from high school 
athlete to Division 1 athlete, 
particularly for a volleyball 
player in Massachusetts. 

“It’s a big jump for any- 
one,” Provanzano said. “Any 
athlete coming into Division 
one is going to have a tough 
time, and especially in vol- 
leyball. High school volley- 
ball in New England has not 
been as competitive as some 
other states, so the transi- 
tion to Division one can be 
especially difficult.” 

As for ability to be an even

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school, but I know I am 
going to have to get a job, so 
I want to dedicate myself to 
learning s much as I can.

ally worked their way into a 
place of comfort and began 
becoming more and more 
ambition and daring in their 
routines.

Manager,” said Kevin Welch. 
“When I was (the WHS Girls 
Tennis) coach Ed helped me 
to» understand and explore 
different ways you address 
issues that would develop 
over the course of a season. 
Ed has always been very 
supportive of the 
Wilmington High School 
coaches while at the same 
time making sure his staff is 
doing what is best for 
Wilmington’s student-ath- 
letes. 

“T can’t thank Ed enough 
for the support he has given 
me in my roll as Faculty 
Manager. He provided me 
with a working environment 
that allowed me to grow pro- 
fessionally. He has given me 
the opportunity to see what 
really goes into running an 
athletic department. He has 
helped me better understand 
our districts policies and the 
MIAA guidelines. Although 
we have not. always agreed 
‘he has always been able to 

-listen and use the informa- 
tion to make informed deci- 
sions. 

“Hid’s retirement will be a 
loss for the community of 
Wilmington. He has always 

taken great pride in the fact 
that he is from Wilmington. 
He tried to pass that 
-Wilmington Pride on to the

Harrison attended WHS

“First and foremost 
he is one of the most loyal 
and supporting people I 
have ever met.

given me in my seven years 
of being a head coach. He is 
someone who truly under- 
stands what high school ath- 
letics and being a student 
athlete is all about. I can't 
thank him enough for giving 
me the opportunity to coach 
the program that I love so 
much. I wish him nothing 
but the best.” 

Before resigning as the 
head football coach in 1993, 
Harrison was also the head 
softball coach for two years 
and served as the Freshmen 
Baseball coach for 11 years 
and the JV Baseball coach 
for one season. He left for 
the 12 years after 1993, and 
came back as a physical 
education teacher before 
being named the fourth AD 
following Larry Cushing, 
Jim Martin and Jim Gillis. 

“There is a problem of 
mentioning people who I 
should thank because 
inevitably someone will be 
missed, so here goes. I 
would -like- to. start: off by 
thanking Superintendent 
(Geraldine) O'Donnell and 
Principal Ed Woods for hir- 
ing me back in 2003 along 
with Jim Gillis, who recom- 
mended me,” said Harrison. 
“Along the way I've had the 
privilege of working with 
some outstanding adminis- 
trators including 
Superintendents Bill 
McAlduff, Joanne Benton 
and Mary DeLai and princi- 
pals Eric Tracy and Linda 
Peters. Our Business 
Manager Paul Ruggiero has 
been a wealth of information 
and advice for me since he 
began here. 

“T have also been fortunate 
to have Cheryl Tavares, my 
administrative assistant, 
Kevin Welch, my Faculty 
Manager and Jack Cushing, 
the Alumni President for all 
of my 13 years as Athletic 
Director. Without them, I 


would have been gone years’ 


ago. Their service to the 
Wildcat Athletes has been 
invaluable.” 

During his tenure at WHS, 
Harrison accomplished so 
much. He oversaw over 50 
athletic programs for a high 
school that has just under 
1,000 students. The program 
never had user's fees, while 
under his leadership the ath- 
letic program added three 
varsity sports and four sub- 


TER, 


varsity sports. On top of 
that, he was instrumental in 
the summer camps, pro- 
gram books/photo days, 
banners team and individual 
accomplishments, the par- 
ent/athlete/coach meetings 
before every season, as well 
as serving on the WHS 
Athletic Hall of Fame Board 
and much more, including 
adding the field turf at the 
high school. 

If you ask him, the proud- 
est accomplishment was 
when he led the entire ath- 
letic program into a much 
better and more competitive 
and more _travel-friendly 
Middlesex League. 

“Joining the Middlesex 
League rates pretty high 
when discussing the last 
thirteen years,” said 
Harrison. “Being able to 
add varsity and junior varsi- 
ty boys and girls lacrosse 
with freshmen boys and 
girls soccer rates up there 
also. I believe having three 
season parent/coach/ath- 
lete meetings to start the 
season has helped with com- 
municating what is needed 
and expected to begin each 
sport. 

“TJ have also been lucky to 
have great coaches and role 
models who take pride in 
what they teach to our stu- 
dent-athletes. I have always 
felt that if you treat every- 
one fairly and with respect, 
you can accomplish much 
more.” 

In addition to all of those 
things, Harrison also saw a 
number of coaches come 
and go. The current staff 
has a number of great 
coaches and many of them 
truly appreciate everything 
that Harrison has done for 
them, their programs and 
the kids at WHS. 

“T am truly honored and 
thankful to have had the 
opportunity to coach for Ed 
throughout my years,” said 
girls basketball coach Brie 
Karow. “Ed has been an 
unbelievable Athletic 
Director, mentor and friend. 
He always remained true to 
his coaches and continuous- 
ly made decisions with the 
student-athlete’s best inter- 
est at the forefront. 

“Ed has been nothing but 
supportive and has kept the 
integrity of the Athletic 
Department intact. He is the 
prime example of what it 
means to have Wilmington 
Pride. Although I wish him 
well in his retirement and 
thank him for all that he has 
given of himself, he will be 
sorely missed.” 

Added Matt Hackett, Girls 
Tennis Coach, “I am 
extremely happy for Ed but 
sad to see him go. As AD, 
Ed was a great advocate for 
both the athletes and his 
coaches. He made all coach- 
es feel equally important. 
He made our life as coaches 
very easy. More than any- 
thing it was clear he loved 
watching our athletes com- 
pete. Ed has been invaluable 
ally and will be missed at 
WHS.” 

Besides the support as an 
athletic director, many of 
the coaches said _ that 
Harrison was so important 
to their daily lives, being 
that special friend as well. 

“Ed treated all coaches 


and athletes like he does his 
own family. He cared for us 
unconditionally and made 
every effort to show it,” said 
volleyball coach Meghan 
Sheehy. “His retirement is a 
tremendous loss for the 
WHS community and he will 
be deeply missed.” 

Added Dennis Ingram, a 
three-season subvarsity 
coach, “Ed was truly great 
to coach under. Wilmington 
high school, the coaches and 
the students will miss hav- 
ing him as the AD. He’s a 
great guy and I’m glad I've 
been able to become so close 
to him over the years.” 

Even some people who are 
no longer coaching or are 
outside of WHS reached out 
to the Town Crier on 
Harrison's behalf. 

“Working for Ed was a 
pleasure,” said former track 
and cross-country coach 
Tom Bradley. “He helped 
me through some tough 
times and it made all the dif- 
ference for me. I always felt 
that I had a strong support 
team and Ed headed that 
team up. I wish him all the 
best in retirement. I cannot 
thank him enough for all he 
did for athletics in general 
and track and field/cross 
country in particular.” 

Added current TMHS 
Athletic Director Ron 
Drouin, “Ed's a great guy! 
This being my first 
Thanksgiving game as the 
Tewksbury AD, he was 
tremendous ... very helpful, 
offered good advice and was 
easy to deal with. I'll miss 
him. He's been great to me.” 

Come June, Harrison will 
no longer be a face at every 
sporting event - that's some- 
thing that anyone around 
WHS Athletics grew accus- 
tomed to. He attended every 
game and supported hun- 
dreds and hundreds of stu- 
dent-athletes, not just in the 
last 13 years but over the 
last 40 years. 

“J don’t think anyone out- 
side of the coaching staff 
can appreciate the amount 
of time that an athletic 
director puts in,” said Girls 
Soccer coach Sue Hendee. 
“The job requires being at 
nearly every home game in 
every sport, and Ed has 
spent countless hours being 
visible at those events. 
Having graduated from 
Wilmington High, teaching 
and coaching at the high 
school, and then becoming 
AD, 

“Ed has a special under- 
standing of the athletic pro- 
gram. His commitment to 
this program has come from 
his deep Wilmington roots 
and love for athletics. I am 
sure that even in retirement 
we will continue to see Ed at 
many events in the years to 
come.” 

Now with his final days 
nearly six months away, Ed 
can relax with his family 
and enjoy his retirement. 

“Saving the best for last, I 
want to thank my wife Dolly 
and children _ Kristin, 
Jaclyn, Ed and Mike,” he 
said. “It started with coach- 
ing football for fourteen 
years and ending as an ath- 
letic director for thirteen 
more years. Thank you to all 
of them for putting up with 
the long and crazy hours.”

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - Back in 
the winter of 2014, I wrote a 
series of articles on the WHS 
Athletic Department, focus- 
ing in a lot on the job of the 
Athletic Director Ed 
Harrison, the job he does, 
some behind the scenes 
things all the while trying to 
have the community get to 
know him a little better. The 
stories were done to provide 
readers with as much insight 
as possible to the everyday 
life of the WHS Athletic 
Director, but also it was an 
early glimpse that shortly he 

would retire from the gig. 

On Monday ' morning, 
Harrison made it official, 
announcing his retirement 
effective the end of the 2016 
school year. 

Over the years I have 
expressed my own thoughts 
on the job that Harrison has 
done during his 13 years as 
Athletic Director. I won't 
repeat all of the things that I 
have written in the past, but 
will certainly say that 
Harrison did an outstanding 
job here at WHS and certain- 
ly should be commended for 
his outstanding effort, hard 
work, commitment and loy- 
alty of doing what he always 
felt was the best for the 
teams, coaches and most 
importantly the student-ath- 
letes. 

Being an athletic director 
is not an easy job. You are 
involved in so many aspects, 
and are constantly being 
pulled in a million different 
directions. The days are very 
long, the travel ing to games 
and meetings gets tiresome 
quickly, and no matter what 
you do, you never, ever make 
everyone happy. You just do 
the best you can and certain- 
ly Ed Harrison brought his 
'A' game every single day 
that he represented WHS 
Athletics. 

“J have worked for a few 
athletic directors and Ed's 
been the most present, most 
understanding, easiest to 
talk to, quickest to respond 
and he's been honest’ and 
always open to suggestions,” 
said WHS Field Hockey 
Coach Leanne Ebert. 

During his 13 years, 
Harrison accomplished so 
much as the WHS AD. 

The major accomplish- 
ments included shifting the 
entire department into the 
Middlesex League, being a 
supporter of the new high 
school and field turf, adding 
three varsity teams and four 
subvarsity programs, and 
being behind a handful of 
great additions to the WHS 
coaching staff especially at 
the time of Jodi MacKenzie 
and Jay Keane, who both 
resurrected the Field 
Hockey and Girls Basketball 
programs from the dead. 

For the most part, 
Harrison's 13 years went 
very smooth. Sure there 
were some coaching contro- 
versies over the years - 
parental issues with coaches 
Al Duffett and Kieran 
Kavanaugh, administrator 
issues with coaches 
MacKenzie and Chip Bruce, 
while there were also a 
handful of outstanding 
coaches who left WHS for 
better positions elsewhere - 
including Jim McCune and 
Bob Almeida - some of those 
reasons because of the lack 
of pay WHS Coaches receive. 

Certainly in those cases, 
and other minor ones over 
the years, there were times I 
completely agreed with Ed 
and other times I completely 
disagreed with him. That's 
life. That being said, there 
was never a time when he 
didn't do what he thought 
was in the best interests of 
all of the student-athletes. 

With his retirement loom- 
ing, the questions to be 
asked now is who will 
replace Harrison as’ AD, 
what will the job entail and 
what areas of need will the 
new AD need to address? 

We'll start with the first 
question - who will replace 
Harrison? 

“Not sure at this time that 
there are individuals in our 
system who would do a great 
job,” said Harrison. “It 
depends on how the job is 
written up and that would 
affect who could apply.”

= While the recruiters were 
teager to find football talent, 
tit was important to many 
tschools that the “student” 
shalf of student-athlete would 
jbe well-represented by a 
*prospective attendee. 
*.“These are all football 
guys, but we’re also a very 
academic school,” said Bob 
Jazwinski, assistant coach 
of2Dickinson College. “A lot 
of Sour guys are interested in 
pre- -law, pre-med, that kind 
‘of thing. This is not just foot- 
ball. Academics have to be 
number one.” 

Some of 


the qualities 


recruiters look into have 
nothing to do with athletic or 
academic prowess, but with 


demonstrations of character 
that these young men dis- 
play with their behavior dur- 
ing the evening. 

“T like it when kids are 
going around by themselves 
and they are reaching out to 
you,” said Jason Lebeau, 
offensive coordinator for 
Western New England 
University. “I like to see 
them talking to you, not just 
their parents and_ their 
coaches. It lets you know 
how serious they are about 
these schools and these pro- 
grams, not if they’re just 
walking around with their 
buddies or only talking to 
who their dads tell them to 
talk to.” 

Both Wilmington and 
Tewksbury were well-repre- 
sented for the evening, with 
players seeking out both spe- 
cific schools or simply sam- 
pling the different opportu- 
nities at their disposal. 
Among the local student-ath- 
letes in attendance included 
TJ Contalonis and Robbie 
Piccolo from Tewksbury as 
well as Tyler Roberts of 
Wilmington, among others. 

“Tt really gives them some 
exposure and gives them a 
chance to talk to the coach- 
es,” said WHS Football 
Coach Mike Barry. “It helps 
them. get a feel for what it is 
all about.” 

“For the kids who are 
already ahead of the game 
so far as knowing what they 
want to study or what level 
of study their program of 
study is, for those kids it’s a 
great way to reconnect with 
coaches,” said TMHS 
Football Coach Brian 
Aylward. “For other kids, it’s 
their first shot at exploring 
the different opportunities 
that are out there, and they 
can hopefully find a pro- 
gram that is the right fit.”

TJ (Tom) Contalonis, a 
senior captain of the 
Tewksbury team, entered 
the ballroom with specific 
plans in» mind. Contalonis 
has combated both personal 
tragedy and personal injury, 
battling back from a torn 
meniscus in training camp 
to get back on the field. 

“I was looking forward to 
talking to schools that I had 
already talked to before 
tonight,” Contalonis said. “I 
talked to a lot of good pro- 
grams out there. I went in 
there knowing what schools 
I wanted to talk to, and I 


thought it was _ pretty 
enlightening.” 
For Contalonis, and the 


many other young student- 
athletes who congregated at 
the country club, the recruit- 
ment night is second-to-none 
in its ability to provide a 
firsthand glimpse of what 
their future might hold, as 
well as a chance to start tak- 
ing the steps needed to cre- 
ate that future. 

“After tonight, I’m very 
confident that ’'m going to 
be able to play football in 
college,” Contalonis said. “In 
talking to the coaches, I 
really do think I have what it 
takes moving forward.”

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
For what seems like a bro- 
ken record, last week the 
MIAA once again changed 
the alignment of divisions in 
its ongoing new high school 
football playoff format. 
Starting in 2016, there will 
now be eight divisions 
instead of six and each divi-

“Shawsheen will be appeal- 
ing its placement in the new 
alignment,” said Costabile, 
knowing that all appeals 
have to be submitted by 
January ist. “We feel that 
we should be placed in the 


same division as all of the 
other vocational schools in 
our (Commonwealth 
Athletic Conference) league. 
I am disappointed with our 
placement.” 

In the Division 3A 
Conference, Shawsheen will 
be mixed in with the follow- 
ing programs: Saugus, 
Lynnfield, Stoneham, Bishop 
Fenwick, Lowell Catholic, 
Hamilton-Wenham, 
Winthrop, Marian, Ipswich, 
Boston Latin and St. Mary's 
of Lynn. In that division, 
Shawsheen is the only voca- 
tional school. 

Costabile feels that the 
Division 4 North bracket 
including Whittier Tech, Gr. 
Lawrence, Northeast, 
Georgetown, Mystic Valley, 
Cathedral, Essex Tech, Pope 
John, Brighton, Madison 
Park and East Boston would 
be a better fit (with one of 
those teams going to a dif- 
ferent division). 

Tewksbury will compete in 
Division 2 North along with 


Reading, Masconomet, 
Winchester, Waltham, 
Concord-Carlisle, Beverly, 
Arlington, Belmont, 
Billerica, Medford and 
Somerville.

How stress affects the eal

I don’t think I have ever 
met someone who is com- 
pletely stress-free. If you are 
alive chances are you are 
stressed. Whether it is about 
work, family life, or the holi- 
days, stress is a natural 
physical and mental reaction 
to both good and bad experi- 
ences. The body responds to 
stress by releasing hor- 
mones and increasing heart 
and breathing rates. The 
brain gets more oxygen, 
which helps respond to the 
problem. In the short term, 
stress helps you cope with 
difficult situations. However, 
chronic stress has a nega- 
tive affect on the body. 

I will discuss three 
instances where _ stress 
affects the body and some 
simple ways to help combat 
this. 


MUSCULAR SYSTEM 


Under stress, your muscles 
tense up to protect them- 
selves from injury. You’ve 
probably felt your muscles 
tighten up and release again 
when they relax. This is why 
people say that if you see a 
car accident coming you will 
be more injured than if you 
were caught off guard. When 
the muscles are relaxed the 
body handles the impact bet- 
ter. 

If the body feels constant 
stress the muscles never 
have the chance to relax. 
Over time, this muscular 
stress may cause soreness 
and prevent you from exer- 
cising which can be the 
beginning to an unhealthy 
cycle. 


DIGESTIVE SYSTEM 


Under stress, the liver pro- 
duces extra blood sugar, 
known as glucose that pro- 
vides a boost of energy. 
Unused blood sugar is reab- 
sorbed by the body. When 
the body is under chronic 
stress, I may not have the 
ability to keep up with this 
extra glucose surge. This 
could increase the risk of 
developing type-2 diabetes, 
or another illness. 

Also, the rush of hormones, 
rapid __ breathing, and 
increased heart rate. can 
upset your digestive system. 
You’re more likely to have 
heartburn or acid reflux 
when you are stressed. 
Stress doesn’t necessarily 
cause ulcers, but it can 
cause an existing ulcer to 
act up. 


IMMUNE SYSTEM 


Stress stimulates the 
immune system. In the short 
term, that can be a bonus 
because it helps stave off 
infection and heal wounds. 
However, overtime cortisol 
compromises the immune 
system, inhibiting histamine 
emission and an inflamma- 
tory response to foreign 
attackers. People under 
chronic stress are more sus- 
ceptible to illnesses like the 
flu and the common cold. 

Now let’s cover some sim- 
ple steps to combat the 
effects of stress on the body.

“The message today is

The majority of concerns 
involve choking hazards such 
as toys with small parts that 
can easily break off and 
objects such as small balls, 
marbles and magnets which 
pose a particular hazard for 
young children who are 
inclined to put objects in or 
near their mouths.

“Sharp objects, strings 
attached, balloons and toys 
that can easily be broken or 
pulled apart should be avoid- 
ed,” said Ainat.

“Supervise the toy, and 
explain how to use the toys.”

THIS VERSION OF WILLIAM SHAKESPEARE'S SCOTTISH PLAY “MACBETH” 
begins with an unsettling sight: Macbeth (Michael Fassbender) witnessing the burial of 
their dead child atop a gusty, gray hill in the desolate Scottish Highlands. 


“MACBETH”

William Shakespeare's 
Scottish play gets a highly 
stylized, moody and occa- 
sionally mystifying update, 
courtesy of Justin Kurzel, 
the Australian director 
responsible for the haunting 
"Snowtown." 

For the poor souls who 
haven't cracked "Macbeth" 
since high school (or those 
current students looking for 
an easy study guide), 
Kurzel's adaptation isn't 
going to do you any favors 
— the whispered line read- 
ings make the Bard's verses 
all but incomprehensible 
and, at times, numbingly 
dull. But for Shakespeare 
devotees who delight in 
debating the merits and 
flaws of previous big screen 
attempts from the likes of 
Orson Welles and Roman 
Polanski, Kurzel's entry is 
an interesting one. 

This version begins with 
an unsettling sight: 
Macbeth (Michael 
Fassbender) and his wife, 
Lady Macbeth (Marion 
Cotillard) witnessing the 
burial of their dead child 
atop a gusty, gray hill in the 
desolate Scottish Highlands. 
The mourning transitions 
into a stunningly violent 
and mystical battle 
‘sequence, clouded by fog 
and mist and slowed in 
parts with an almost video 
game-like vulgarity, where 
Macbeth hears the witches' 
prophecy that he will be 
King. 


It is in this war-weary 
and grief-stricken state that 
Lady Macbeth convinces 
her husband to murder King 
Duncan (David Thewlis). 
Ambition and greed fill 
their voids, and Macbeth 
becomes the executor of 
their future. 

Malcolm (Jack Reynor), 
King Duncan's heir, wit- 
nesses the murder and flees, 
adding an immediate ten- 
sion to everything that hap- 
pens after. More violence 
follows. 

Once Macbeth assumes 
the throne, he begins his 
slow descent into madness. 
FMacbeth's ever heighten- 
ing paranoia provides a 
much needed engine for the 
film, which, despite the 
visual interest, compara- 
tively brisk pacing and mes- 
meric battles, is weakened 
by those largely whispered 
and mumbled lines. 

Kurzel's "Macbeth" is 
also stripped of unneces- 
sary adornments in the 
script, story, and set design. 
You feel like a settler on an 
uninhabited, unforgiving 
land. He's even compared it 
to a Western. The set design 
is spare, purposeful and 
authentic. The settings are 
cold and small in contrast to 
the spectacularly harsh 
landscapes. 

The austereness allows 
for bold choices, like the 
shock of blue eyeshadow 
that is streaked across Lady 
Macbeth's eyes. It also 
makes her dreamily bright 
sleepwalking scene that 
much more haunting.

Scottish lilt, Cotillard 
retains her native French 
accent, which proves effec- 
tive in making the inim- 
itable Lady Macbeth seem 
even more mysterious.
